The Labyrinth 


The TOWNSMAN’S attempt to find out where the people 
of Andover really want to set their new town hall is a 
fizzle. And small wonder. The choices proliferate as 
deals pile upon counter deals. The whole of the stew is 
enough to make, even the most public spirited citizen re- 
treat to the lethargic, summertime contemplation of sand 
pipers and crabs in preference to wrestling with the 
seemingly endless task of trying to separate the good 
guys from the bad. 

Our request for public reaction has brought, so far, 
exactly five pertinent replies, no two of them suggesting 
the same location and none approving either the Main 
Street nor the Elm Square site that were top contenders 
for the honor at the time we initiated what had been 
envisioned as a lively New England debate. Even if all 
the handful of correspondents who sent along suggestions 
agreed on a single location, their opinions would not 
represent a consensus in a town that has more than 10,000 
registered voters. 

What does it mean? Should we conclude that the public 
doesn’t really care about a subject that is sure to incite a 
prolonged town meeting debate the next time it hits the 
floor? Can ‘it simply mean that too many of those who take 
an interest in speaking out on community issues are on 
holiday? Or should we interpret it as an indication that 
the townspeople are satisfied to leave the decision about 
a final proposal to the Selectmen? 

The latter seems most supported by the facts. But to 
this we add the conviction that the whole subject has 
become too intricate, so involved that even the parties of 
the first part can no longer sort them out. 


Clearly, the town has no choice but to walk away from 
all the swaps and leases and options. 

The Killorin offer is almost too far fetched to consider. 
It would take qufte a bundle to transform Sacred Heart 
School into a municipal office building, even if the town 
wanted to spend the $2.2 million asked. To invest that 
much and lose the most valuable piece of land in the 
package would be unthinkable. 

And only if the Town were bent on having the Square & 
Compass site at all costs could it agree to the 100-year- 
$1 per year proposed by Danton Realty Trust as a means 
of enlarging the old Killorin location to hold its Standard

International Building. In any event, all the arguments 
over costs, tax losses, and legal entanglements appear to 
be academic in view of statements this week by an 
official of Standard International Corp. which make it 
obvious the corporation is far from willing to part with the 
site it contracted to occupy as Danton’s tenant. 

This whole Danton business has proved to be a bit 
too sticky. Before the swap talk ends, as it most surely 
will when the Selectmen meet with Danton officials July 
26, we want to go on record with a few protests. 

The TOWNSMAN takes exception to the tenor of some 
of the behind-the-scenes maneuvering aimed at blocking 
any deal with Danton, no matter what, for a goodly share 
of it has been motivated by personal rather than business 
considerations. 

We take equal exception to Danton’s luring the Select- 
men with the whiff of a carrot that was still so definitely 
someone else’s dinner. To be instrumental in the dis- 
ruption of a Town Meeting without some pretty firm 
assurances that Standard could be satisfied with either of 
the possible alternatives was irresponsible. Backed into 
a box are those Selectmen who, swayed by thoughts of 
one more chance at the town’s sentimental favorite as a 
town hall site, backed away from settling the issue last 
month, 

It is just possible, however, that the delay may yet 
work to the town’s advantage. For one thing, the threat 
of an eminent domain taking has triggered a volley of 
real estate activity that could ultimately be of real com- 
mercial benefit. 

But in addition, figuring ways to sidestep the real 
estate operators has led to some critical and creative 
reappraisals of all the town hall possibilities. As a re- 
sult, the Planning Board has come out with the cost- 
cutting recommendation that the town purchase the 
Barnard property at Elm Square and develop it, and it 
alone, as the site for the municipal office building — a 
Suggestion that could have both aesthetic and fiscal 
appeal, 


Half A Chance... 


The infant Andover Education Council is, already, 
being viewed with a jaundiced eye by the town’s ever 
ready skeptics. 

It has been called an ‘‘extention of the League of 
Women Voters,’’ a ‘‘potential spawning ground for politi- 
cal candidates,’’ an organization of “meddling trouble 
makers’’ . . . All this before it has drawn a good long 
breath. And many who have not damned the embryo are 
taking a ‘‘wait and see’’ attitude that could contribute 
just as effectively to the premature demise of a body that 
has announced its dedication to the lofty purpose of 
promoting excellence in the public schools of Andover. 

Just about everybody has high praise for the council’s 
nucleus membership. Just about everybody has expressed 
belief in their ‘‘sincerity’’, This being the case, the 
council should be flooded with applications for member- 
ship. 

But still the skepticism. Some have even questioned 
the right of taxpaying, child-rearing citizens to more than 
superficially interest themselves in the subject of educa- 
tion as it is and can and should be. What we’d like to 
know is, who has a better right? 

It is true that the council could prove a haven for mal- 
contents with an axe to grind: it is true that it could drift 
into the role of a political pressure group motivated by 
special interests. But it is also true that it could function 
as a valuable two-way communicative link between the 
people and school administrators, giving educators a 
sounding board and the public a collective voice. From 
such an organization, if the rapport is there, could come 
the manpower for many a study that the education depart- 
ment might otherwise have to forego. 

It is a safe bet that the public at large will be to blame 
if the education council fails to mature as its founders 
idealistically envision it. If too many citizens stand 
apart, reject involvement, then it most surely will not re- 
present the people and if it cannot claim to speak for the 
broad spectrum, it cannot be fully effective. 

In a 1965 commencement address at Salem College, Sen. 
Leverett Saltonstall encouraged the graduating class to 
‘‘participate.’’ He was not more specific, yet he con- 
sidered it the most important piece of advice he could 
give. We offer it as a sensible and democratic suggestion 
for those who are detractors of the Education Council. 
Give it half a chance; get in there and participate, 

We habitually decry public apathy. Must we also decry 
efforts to eradicate it?

Water Conservationists 


The young birds of tree-nesting 
species common to suburban lawns 
do not drink water, 


Thus James Baird of the Massa- 
chusetts Audubon Society was sur= 
prised recently when he received 
a flurry of calls about nestlings 
dying from thirst or being deserted 
by their parents because of pro= 
tracted dry weather, . 


The queries disclosed an un= 
familiarity with the nursery habits 
of birds--particularly those birds 
which live near humans and are 
considered common, It reflects the 
tendency of humans to think of 
everything in human terms, In 
the use of water, the human body 
is among the more wasteful ore 
ganisms, 

**Young birds,"* said Baird, **re= 
ceive adequate water through 
eating the moist insects deliverec 
by their parents and through water 
produced by normal metabolism," 

Metabolism involves, among 
other things, the breaking down of 
fat and carbohydrates to carbon di- 
oxide and water, Metabolic pro- 
cesses occur in all animals--and 
some animals obtain all the water 
necessary for life through metae 
bolism, The human body, however, 
loses the water in many ways, 
including the constant flow of mois= 
ture through exhaling, Thus, we are 
creatures whose systems create 
tremendous water deficits that 
must be regularly restored by 
drinking, 

Unlike mammals, birds are see 
vered from a possible fluid supply 
through the mother when the egg 
that begins their independent exis 
tence is laid, The limited moisture 
within the eggshell carries them 
through incubation, which ranges

some of the more desirable sites, 
In other towns, perhaps in other 
years, citizens would be proud to 
donate a choice site and even the 
building. We would hope, at the 
very least, a citizen would ree 
spect his home town as he would 
his church and not make plans 
to turn a profit ina situation where 
there is no law of supply and 
demand; there is only a need, 
My second comment is on where 
I think the Town should select a 
site for the proposed new Town 
Hall, I am in complete agreement 
that we need a new Town Hall.

Planning Board Likes 
Barnard Site For T.H. 


The Planning Board has re= 
commended acquisition of the 
Barnard property at Eim Square 
as its number one choice of those 
remaining as a possible site for the 
new town hall, 


It eliminated from its conside 
eration the nearby Square & Com= 
pass lot owned by Danton Realty 
Trust, and proposed a hall built 
with its entrance on High St, 


The move took into account the 
now confirmed report that Standard 
International Corp, has expressed 
a stated preference for construc= 
tion of the office building which 
will bear its name on the Danton 
lot as contracted, John Davidson 
and Phideas Dantos, owners of the 
square property, offered it to the 
town as a town hall site just ahead 
of a June 21 Town Meeting called 
to consider acquisition of the 
Killorin property adjacent to the 
municipal parking lot as an exten= 
sion of the then favored location 
for the municipal office building, 

The Board of Selectmen has 
been hung up since with complica= 
tions arising from Danton’s laste 
minute, pre-town meeting pure 
chase of the Killorin property and 
from the price tag and lease 
arrangements Danton has asked in 
exchange for surrender of the 
Square & Compass lot, The 
developers proposed to put the 
Standard International Building on 
the former Killorin land if the 
town would agree to its leasing 
of parking and landscaping areas, 

Daniel Hogan, Standard’s presi~ 
dent, said this week, however, 
that his company still looks upon 
the Square & Compass lot as the 
most desirable spot for the building 
it is to occupy, ‘‘Our original in- 
terest was in a professional type 
building and we thought that (S&C) 
site was suited to such a building. 
We have seen no other site that 


in any way approaches it,’* he said. 

The Board of Selectmen is not 
due to give Danton ananswer onits 
proposal until July 26, but advance 
indications are that the word will 
be ‘*‘no deal,”* 

But until it is definite, John 
Davidson does not consider the 
issue closed, He said this week 
that he feels it is premature to 
consider that Standard has ruled 
out the property switch he pro=- 
posed since the company has not 
been approached with specifics, 
If the town were to outline any
